PSC SETS INTERVENTION DEADLINE IN  
EMPIRE DISTRICT GAS REQUEST 

 
 JEFFERSON CITY---The Empire District Gas Company (Empire) has filed an application 

with the Missouri Public Service Commission seeking Commission authority to provide natural gas 

service in Platte County near Platte City, Missouri.  Empire seeks Commission authority to provide 

service to an area that Missouri Gas Energy filed an application to serve back in January of this year.  

Both cases have been consolidated for purposes of hearing. 

In its application, Empire also seeks to provide natural gas service to a nearby area, an 

expansion of its current certificated area.  Empire also seeks clarification from the Commission on 

nearby areas that both Empire and Missouri Gas Energy claim to have a certificate to serve. 

Applications to intervene and participate in these cases must be filed no later than June 11, 

2007, with the Secretary of the Missouri Public Service Commission, P.O. Box 360, Jefferson City, 

Missouri 65102.
